Our schools during the year have, on the whole enjoyed a good de- 
gree of prosperity. All the teachers employed have seemed devoted 
to their work, and have, we believe, eadeavored to do their best. 
Two of them were inexperienced, and will doubtless improve by pracs= 
tice, if they continue in the work of teaching, which, in view of the 
success which has attended their first efforts, they may well feel en- 
couraged to do. As to the other teachers, ali of whom have had more 
or less experience in the school-room, we would not draw invidious 
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comparisons between them, nor would we praise one to the disparage- 
ment of another. They are all good teachers. Miss Tuck, inNo. 2. 
labored under some disadvantages in consequence of unavoidable in- 
terruptions during her first term, but in spite of these she succeeded 
in bringing her school up to a position not inferior to that of any 
other school in town. Her pupils testified their attachment to her at 
the close of the school by presenting her with a beautiful Photograph 
Album. Inthe Western Division of District No. 3. Miss Brock, did 
a most excellent work in avery uninviting school-room, and with a 
very limited amount of material. Her school the smallest in town, 
and of only thirteen weeks duration, under her faithful and judicious 
training, made a degree of progress highly commendable to her supe- 
rior qualifications as a teacher. Miss Judkinsin No. 4. also succeed- 
ed admirably ; she is a live teacher, and by her voice and manner in 
the school-room infuses life and animation into the exercises of her 
school. Mrs. Chase has had much experience in teaching, and has 
earned here, as in other places, a good report. 

Your Committee would respectfully suggests that the two school 
houses in District No. 3. are scarcely fit internally, for the purpose 
for which they are used, and that, if practicable, they be abandoned, 
and a new house be erected and suitably fur nished, at the geographi- 
‘cal centre of the District. 

Your Committee would also suggest that each school room in town 


_ be furnisbed with a copy of the Quoto Edition of Webster’s Diction- 


ary. The expense of complying with this suggestion would be com- 
paratively trifling, while the benefits to be derived from such complts 


ance would be very great.
